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Editors Hear J.T.A. Problems 
Plan $10,000 Ad Survey

NEW YORK (P-O) — Rumors 
that the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency will be forced to limit 
its newsgathering service to a 
minimum were scouted by Philip 
Slomovitz, dean of the Anglo- 
Jewish press, at the annual con- 
vention of the American Jéwish 
Press Association here. The or- 
ganization officially voted tc 
change its name from the Amer- 
ican Association of English-Jew- 
ish Newspapers. 


COMMENTING ON rumors of 
financial difficulties of the JTA, 
Slomovitz asserted that “If any- 
thing happens to the JTA, it will 
hurt not only the Anglo-Jewish 
press, but also the whole of 
American Jewry.” 

Victor Bienstock, general man- 
ager of the JTA, said that negoti- 
ations are currently beinz carried 
on with the local Jewish feder- 
ations for adequate support of 
the JTA. The successful culmina- 
tion of the discussions, he said, 
should give more independence 
in the news coverage of the JTA. 


BIENSTOCK predicted that in 
the next three years the JTA 
will broaden its field of news 
coverage to meet the need of the 
American Jewish community to 
be informed fully of develop- 


ments on the national Jewish 
scene. 
Boris Smolar, editor-in-chief 


of the JTA, listed four factors 
on which development of the 
Jewish community in the U., S&S. 
is based. 

THEY ARE (1) Jewish reli- 
gion, (2) Jewish philanthropy, 
(3) Jewish education and culture 
and (4) Jewish information. He 
Said that none of these could 
be properly developed without 
Jewish information, 

“Jewish information is as im- 
portant, or even more so, than 
the other three points of Jew- 
ishness,” he said. 

He addeq that there “is-a lot 
of criticism of the JTA. We all 
know that. But I can say one 
thing and that is that everyone 
of us tries to do his best.” 

HE EXPLAINED that the 
American Jewish community was 
unaware of the difficulties and 
financial stress under which the 
JTA operates, 

Smolar told the group he had 


met with Emanuel Neumann, 
President of the Herz] Institute, 
to register his complaint because 


nO one who really represented 
the Anglo-Jewish or the Yiddish 
Press was invited to participate 
in the conference on Jewish pub- 
lic opinion held this past week- 
end by the Herzl Institute (P-O, 
May 8). (Charles Roth, executive

THE POST and OPINION was 
unable to reach Dr. Neumann, 
who left for Israel, but a spokes- 
man for the Herzl Institute said 
that they invited outside people 
who could give an objeciive pic- 
ture of the Anglo-Jewish and 
Yiddish press. 

The convention approved a 
proposal to conduct a survey of 
the role played by the Anglo- 
Jewish press in promoting na- 
tional products. The survey is 
expected to cost $10,000. 


MEETING for two days at the 
Park Sheraton Hotel, the asso- 
ciation which has a membership 
of 28 weeklies, of which 17 pub- 
lishers and editors attended the 
convention, deeided to revise their 
editorial contents to give more 
adequate coverage of the Amcri- 
can Jewish scene especially 
through inviting writers of note 
to take a stand on issues of in- 
terest to the American Jew. 

The group met with seven 
presidents of National Jewish 
organizations, They were Philip 
Klutznick, B’nai B'rith; Mrs. 
Charles Hymes, National Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women; Dr. Joa- 
chim Prinz, American Jewish 
Congress; Abraham Redelheim, 
ZOA; Jacob Patt, Jewish Labor 
Committee; Dy. Jerome Unger, 
executive director of the Ameri- 
can Zionist Council; and Com- 
mander Sam Shaikewitz, Jewish 
War Veterans. 


ACCORDING to Jack Fishbein. 
who was re-elected president of 
the association, the presidents of 
the national organizations de- 
cided to go into, what he called 
a “partnership with the Jewish 
press.” 


Fishbein told The POST and 
OPINION, “This ‘is the first time 
that the heads of national Jew- 
ish organizations met and gave 
official recognitior to the Anglo- 
Jewish press as spokesmen for 
their local Jewish communities. 


THE GROUP of editors ard 
publishers gave a special dinner 
honoring the editcrs of the JTA.

United Synagogue Planning

CONSERVATISM NOT READY 
FOR ISRAEL —FINKELSTEIN 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
view that there is need for Con- 
servatism in Israel, but because 
the movement has made com- 
promises in the U. S. it has no 
place here, was expressed by 
Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, chancel- 
lor of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America. 

WITHOUT GOING into detail, 
Rabbi Finkelstein asserted, ac- 
cording to The Jerusalem Post, 
that “we compromise too much 
with life.” 

Rabbi Finkelstein is known as 
an observer of strict Orthodoxy. 

Within the Conservative Rab- 
binate he is bitterly opposed by 
the left wing Conservative rab- 
bis, who blame him for opposi- 
tion to what they insist are many 
needed changes. 

RABBI FINKELSTEIN told a 
press conference that work will 
start soon on the JTS branch 
school building in Jerusalem ad- 
joining the Hebrew university. 





H. U. Students Strike 
Over Tuition Increase 

JERUSALEM (P-O)—Hebrew 
University students, complaining 
about the rise in tuition fee, went 
on strike this week despite an 
appeal from David Ben-Gurion 
that they delay action until he 
had time to study their case. No 
classes were convened. 

Meron Benvenisti, chairman of 
the Students Association, res- 
igned when the students rejected 
Ben-Gurion’s plea. 





Compulsory Loan 
Dropped in Israel 

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Failure 
of the Rumanian exodus to con- 
tinue has caused the treasury 
department to call off the com- 
pulsory loan, which would have 
been deducted from salaries of 
all workers. The 40 million Is- 
rael pound loan had been promul- 
gated at the time when 3,000 Ru- 
manian immigrants were stream- 
ing into Israel monthly.

THE possi- 
bility that one 

Goldmann of the largest 
U. S. Jewish organizations will 
join the WZO was suggested last 
week by Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
at a Jerusalem press conference. 

Affirmative action by the Con- 
servative movement would mark 
the first time that a synagogue 
group. would join the WZO as 
such. The present religious 
groups like Mizrachi and 
Hapoel Hamizrachi are Zion- 
ist organizations of Orthodox 
Jews, but they do not represent 
particular congregational bodies 
like the United Synagogue. 

DR. BERNARD SEGAL, exe- 
cutive director of the United Sy- 
nagogue, said that the plan to 
join the WZO was not exactly 
new. He pointed out that it had 
its beginnings in Dr. Mordecat 
Kaplan’s suggestion at the last 
convention of the United Syna- 
gogue in Nov., 1957. 

Dr. Segal said that Kaplan’s 
proposal didn’t mean that he 
simply wanted to become just 
another affiliate of the W2ZO. 
His suggestion was that the WZO 
should change its program in 
connection - with political activi- 
ties with its 
center in Israel | 
to a body that 
will represent § 
the whole of 
Judaism and if 
so, Segal said, 
then the Unit- 
ed Synagogue 
could join. He ' 
added _ that “i , 
there was nev- Kaplan 
er any place in the United Syna- 
gogue for anti-Zionists. 

BUT HE SAID he saw no pur- 
pose in joining the WZO as a 
group if it gave the impression 
that the totality of the Conserv- 
ative program is Zionism. Segal 
said Conservatism is Judaism 
and Zionism is a part of Juda- 
ism. 

Dr. Mordecai Kaplan told The 
POST and OPINION that he has 
been agitating since the 1957 
convention to join the WZO. 

“Not only the Conservative 
group but also the entire Reform 
movement should join.” Kaplan 
said “The WZO should be a spir- 
itual representative of world 
Jewry and should have nothing 
to do with political parties in 
Israel or elsewhere.” 

KAPLAN would neither deny 
nor confirm that the organiza- 
tion that Goldmann spoke about 
is the United Synagogue. 
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Huge Drives For Generation Says Friedman 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A caution 
that the U.S. Jewish community 
will be engaged in huge philan- 
thropic drives for at least the 
life of this generation, was issued 
here by Rabbi Herbert A. Fried- 
man, executive 
vice - chairman 
of the United 
Jewish Appeal. 

Rabbi Fried- 
man_ pointed 
out that there 
is a “compel- 
ling need on 
the part of the

The statement was part of

NEW YORK (P-O)—The ques- 
tion of marriages within the syn- 
agogue got an unexpected an- 
swer from a distinguished Re- 
form Jewish scholar last week. 
RABBI SOLOMON B. FREE- 
HOF, who is 
known as an 
authority on 
halaha, Jewish 
law, asserted 
that “Jewish 
law in the last 
two centuries 
has been 
strongly and 
almost unan- 
imously against 
marriage in the synagogue.’ 
Rabbi Freehof was answering 
the question of the “attitude of 
the Central Conference of Rab- 
kis (Reform) toward wedding 
ceremonies held in hotels or 
catering establisoments?” 


“IT IS DIFFICULT to see,” he 
wrote, “how we can object to 
marriages held elsewhere than 
the synagogue and insist that 
they be held in the synagogue” 
Rabbi Freehof answered a 
number of other questions in the 
current issue of the CCAR Jour- 
nal, a quarterly publication. 


SOME OF the other questions 
put to Rabbi Freehof and his 
answers are: 

@ Is the child of a mixed mar- 
riage whose mother is not Jew- 
ish considereq a Jew if no effort 
has been made to rear him in 
the Jewish faith? What is his 
status when he matures and 
wishes to marry a Jewish per- 
son? 

(Answer “no” in both cases.)

Studious Tourist Knows Israel, But Finds He Has Awful Lot to Learn About Israslis

HAIFA—He introduced him- 


self to me as just an ordinary 
tourist to Israel. He apologized 


for bothering me, and promised 
that he would take no more than 
10 minutes. 


And this is 
what he told 
me, my _ tour- 
ist visitor, Mr. 
Sch wartzman 
of Long Beach, 
Calif. 

“When I 
came to Israel 
two weeks ago, 

: I thought I 
Alpert knew all about 
the country. I have read most 
of the recent books on Israel, 
and a good many of the old ones. 
I have kept up on all the news. 








I follow the Jewish press faith- 
fully. I considered myself sort 
of an amateur expert on Israel 
affairs. I know all about Israel’s 
relations with its neighboring 
states; its program and policies 
in the United Nations; the plat- 
forms of its principal political 
parties; the statistics of its ag- 
ricultural and industrial devel- 
opment; the immigration trends 
of the past 10 years; the prob- 
lem of Arab refugees, and many 
other matters. 

“I knew a good deal about the 
politics of Israel, the economics 
of Israel and the foreign policy 
of Israel, but in the past 10 days 
I have suddenly discovered that 
I knew almost nothing about Is- 
rael itself or its people. The little 
things of daily life which go to 
make up the life of a people,

whether in the United States or 
in Israel, were unknown to me. 
Let me give you some simple 
examples. 


“I HAD BEEN told by friends 
that no soap was available in the 
country, so one corner of my 
suitcase contained an ample sup- 
ply. People would appreciate my 
thoughtfulness, I felt. I got quite 
a shock when I found the stores 
stocked with veritable mountains 
of domestically made soap, of 
every color, odor and shape. The 
hardware stores and household 
supply stores are filled with all 
the little chrome and brass gadg- 
ets which I thought Israel house- 
wives saw only in magazine ad- 
vertisements, 

“Ten years ago, even six years 
ago, these things were not avail- 
able, I was told, but Israelis re- 
ferred to those times as belong- 
ing to an already ancient past. 
The ample supplies of food and 
of all kinds of consumer goods 
presented a vastly different pic- 
ture of Israel from what I, with 
all my knowledge, had expected. 


“I DISCOVERED, too, that the 
visitor must not jump too quick- 
ly to conclusions. 

“Every time I tried to look up 
acquaintances or people to whom 
I was bringing regards, I found 
that stores and offices were in- 
variably closed most of the af- 
ternoon. Siesta time it was called. 
I got a pretty poor opinion of 
Israel energy, initiative and dili- 
gence, if most people spent the 
better part of every afternoon 
taking naps. Not till later did I 
‘learn that Israel’s office workers, 
professionals, shop cleks, and 
others to a large extent, began 
work at 7:30 in the morning, and 
by the time we tourists were 
just rolling out of bed in our 
hotels, had already put in several 
hours of hard work., Even if 
they quit work every day at 
2:30 in the afternoon, they put 
in 42 hours a week. The logic 
of this arrangement was ham- 
mered home to me by one work- 
man who pointed out that under 
this arrangement he got to spend 
daylight hours with his family, 
instead of coming home at even- 
tide. 


“I DISCOVERED a good deal 
about the food habits of the Is- 
raelis: that they eat vegetables 
for breakfast; that they feed in- 
fants cornstarch; that peanut 
butter is unpopular even among 
children; that puffed wheat is 
locally manufactured; that the 
family usually has its big meal 








frankfurters; that rich pastries, 
produced by Viennese experts, 
abound everywhere, 


“T learned that pressure cook- 
ers are made in Israel; that elec- 
trical appliances are not popular 
only because of the high cost of 
electricity; that almost everybody 
puts up mezuzas on the door- 
posts, even if they have not the 
remotest interest in religion; 
that Israel beams special news 
broadcasts to the UN troops in 
the Gaza Strip, in their own Jan- 
guages; that in Haifa Jews and 
Arabs live together on the same 
streets and in the same neigh- 
borhoods; that English is taught 
in all the schools from the fifth 
or sixth year on; that mere 
youngsters. attending so-called 
non-religious schools can recite 
more chapters of Bible by heart 


than the rabbis I am familiar 
with in my own town; that wood- 
en floors are almost never to be 
found. 


“All these, and hundreds more, 
are just little things, but they 
go to make up the daily life of 
the Israeli. And what I learned 
about his manners, habits, cus- 
toms, opinions—was a complete 
revelation .to me. We studious 
observers from abroad may have 
known all about Israel—but we 
Still have a lot to learn about the 
Israelis.

IS THIS SO SIGNIFICANT? 


Whether the accession of the United Synagogue, the 
lay group of the Conservative movement, to the World 
Zionist organization, and its full-fledged membership in 
the Zionist movement, is “the most important develop- 
ment on the American Jewish scene” as Nahum Goldmann 
is reported telling a press conference in Jerusalem, we’re 
not in a position to say. 

_ THE UNITED Synagogue, whether it belongs officially 
to the World Zionist organization or not, is not a Zionist 
organization in the sense of the word, and will always 
primarily be concerned with the Conservative movement 
and its problems and projects. Joining the WZO will not 
transform the United Synagogue. 

This is not to say that this is not a major accomplish- 
ment of Dr. Mordecai Kaplan, who has been preaching 
this doctrine for several years now. 


BUT UNLESS other national Jewish organizations, for 
instance the B’nai B’rith, and others, follow the lead of 
the United Synagogue, this lone move can mean little. 

It is long past the time when the individual Zionist 
erganizations in the U.S. have had any meaning. The entire 
U.S. Jewish community is Zionist-minded, and that leaves 
practically nothing for a Zionist body in the U.S. to do. 


THERE IS ZIONIST work to be done in the U.S. But 
it is being done not by Zionist bodies. It is being done 
by individual agencies which back some phase of Zionist 
work in Israel. The UJA raises the funds—it is as much 
Zionist as the ZOA. The Israel bond organization secures 
investment capital. The Friends of the Hebrew University 
watch over the interests of that institution in the U.S. 
The American-Israel Cultural foundation has its own pre- 
serve of work for Israel. Educational work in the U:S. is 
done by the President’s club, and by other agencies, and 
so on. 

There is still work for a Zionist movement as such, 
but thus far the Zionist leadership has been inadequate— 
and as long as that situation exists; the Zionist bodies in 
the U.S. might just as well shut up shop. 


MOST IMPORTANT and at the basis of all Zionist 
efforté is the need for stimulating aliya of American Jews 
to Israel. This is a project which Zionist groups shun like 
leprosy because they lack both maturity and a sense of 
security. 

Nahum Goldmann is too astute an observer of the 
American Jewish scene not to know what he is saying, 
but we’re inclined to think that he overestimates the sig- 
nificance of the movement, if in fact it does materialize, 
which will bring the United Synagogue into official mem- 
bership in the World Zionist organization. 


AN UNSOUND PROPOSAL 


There has been some response in the Jewish press 
here and there to an irresponsible remark by a well- 
meaning Congressman who would have the U.S. match 
with grant-in-aid the funds raised by the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

THE BEST THAT can be said about this kind of talk 
is that the Congressman was kindly intentioned. 

But when Jewish papers take up this remark, and ex- 
press the hope that such unrealistic recommendations should 
be adopted by the Congress, then it is time that this kind 
of talk be scotched.- * 


NOTHING WOULD be worse for the UJA or for Israel 
for that matter if there ever were a connection between 
the aid given to Israel by American Jews and that given 
by the U.S. 

The UJA benefits from the tax-exempt status of gifts 
by American citizens to it, and this is as it should be. But 
to attempt to make some kind of arrangement.so that 
there would be a direct connection between the U.S. gov- 
ernment and what is in effect nothing more than a charit- 
able cause of a specific group is to connect church and 
state in a way which any thinking person would resent. 


WE DON’T BELIEVE the Congressman who made the 
suggestion had thought through the consequences of his 
proposal, which of course got nowhere in the legislature. 


_WRONG WITH ORTHODOX 


Oh, oh! We now know what’s wrong with the Ortho- 
dox. 

They just aren’t hep, that’s all. 

THE YOUNG ISRAEL Center of Oak Woods, Mich., 
was celebrating its fifth anniversary.

It all goes to show that the Orthodox just won’t 
become acclimated to American mores. We venture to 
say that this is the only banquet held by a Jewish organ- 
ization in the past 20 years where so little was charged. 

WE’LL KNOW that the Orthodox have arrived when 

. the prices they charge are high enough so that none of 
the young married people of the congregation can attend. 
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For some reason we just don’t seem to 
be able to handle a story on mixed seating 
without getting mixed up ourselves. This is 
the second time I’ve apologized for a similar 
error. In last week’s POST and OPINION 
True Weiss-Rosmarin, the noted Jewish 
scholar, was quoted as saying that separate 
seating of men and women at services was 
ridiculous. is 

The POST headlines said “Mixed Seating 
Ridiculous—Says Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin. 

Fortunately for us, Trude is in Israel at 
the moment, or else we fear she’d take a 
poke at us in her own publication, “The Jew- 
ish Spectator.”

The survey that Dr. Alfred Jospe re- 
ported on in which out of 500 Jewish college 
freshmen, only 85 were able to associate Ha- 
nuka and the Maccabeans (P-O, May 15) re- 
minds us of the survey one of our enterpris- 
ing reporters conducted at the entrance to 
a Manhattan subway a number of years ago. 

Less than 10 per cent of the Jews queried 
knew what the B'nai Brrith was. 

We believe the percentage would be high- 
er today, but not by much. Jews who are’ 
affiliated think all Jews have their same fund 
of knowledge about things Jewish. Evidently 
it isn’t so.

Rabbi Saul E. White, of San Francisco, 
is a long-time friend whom we haven't seen 
for many years—at least as far back as when 
we were in San Francisco. 

Rakbi White has a trenchant pen, and 
recently he took it up against a story in The 
New Yorker magazine about a Jewish ser- 
geant and some Jewish privates who were 
louses, to say the least. 

Since we’re subscribers to The New York- 
er, we went back to the issue involved, and 
read it. 

Philip Roth is remarkably able as a writer, 
and had there been no Jewish angle our en- 
joyment would have been more poignant. Yet, 
because we are a Jew, we relished many of 
the scenes which to a non-Jew might have 
been inexplicable because the innuendoes 
would have escaped him. 

There’s no question but that the Jewish 


chaplain was a rat, and the leading character, - 
other than the sergeant, who told the story, 
was lowey than a rat. But he had a certain - 
human quality of continually trying to ease. 
himself out of work that must have struck 
a responsive chord in the non-Jewish readers 
even if they grew to despise him, which un- 
fortunately we could not. 
% 

When six years ago a small group of 
Louisville people, who I’m sure will under- 
stand when we say that they were as far 
from the leadership circles as you possibly 
could get, decided to organize a day school, 
you could almost guarantee that the effort 
would end in a fiasco. 

THIS SUNDAY, a thriving school with 8 
pupils will graduate its first class. Only four 
are in this historical group, but they are the 
forerunners of what will give Louisville a 
nucleus of knowledgeable Jews of the future, 

The school had its financial troubles—and 
for all we know may still have them—but its 
future is no longer in doubt. By now, the 
Louisville Conference of Jewish Organizations 
may be making a subvention to the school— 
we don’t know. If they aren’t they soon will 
be. But at times the school needed funds des- 
perately, and the hardly known pioneers who 
pushed forward and Rabbi Theodore Charner 
who persevered are the answer to Jewish life 
in the diaspora of the future. 

THE DAY SCCHOOL in Louisville and 
the lack. of a day school in Indianapolis is 
the difference between about five people who 
said we intend to form a day school. Now the 
children of Reform and Conservative families 
and Orthodoxy of course, too, get a thorough 
English education and a rich grounding in 
Jewish learning. 

So Indianapolis, or whatever city you live 
in where there is no day school, is six years 
behind Louisville. In time there will be a day 
school where you live, too, but meanwhile 
time is awasting. 

THIS SUNDAY also tribute is being paid 
to Rabbi Robert Gordis of Great Neck for 
the founding & the first Conservative day 
school in New York nine years ago. Here was 
vision.

Find Out In Israel

By the time this column reaches print, 
I will be in Israel. 

While I shall try to be as open and free 
as possible to every fascinating aspect of this 
unique country, I shall also be looking for 
specific answers to specific questions, For 
instance: 

HOW ARE the various 
races and nationalities and 
Janguages melding in this 
melting pot of the Mideast? 
Do the dark-skinned Jews 
suffer any handicaps or pen- 
alties because of the color 
of their skins? Is there a 
sharp division between Ori- 
ental Jews and European, 
Rabbi WeinStein petween Sephardic peoples, 
and’ Ashkenazic? Do the Oriental or African 
Jews resist the machine techniques of the 
West more than the Polish or Rumanian 
Jews? Do the Jews from the Iron Curtain 
countries have a different attitude toward 
parliamentary government than do the Jews 
from other countries? What is the rate of 
intermarriage between Oriental and European 
Jews? How are these marriages working out? 

How is the Histadrut managing to recon- 
cile its interests as trade union and entrepe- 
neur? What kind of collective bargaining is 
possible when the same organization repre- 
sents both labor and management? To what 
degree is the Histadrut turning over to the 
government its educational, social welfare, 
judicial, and banking functions? How does the 
Histadrut encourage or discourage private 
enterprise? Does it show any preference as 
between the more communal co-operatives 
and the mixed or partial co-operatives? 


IS THE AGRICULTURAL kibbutz hold- 
ing its own? How has the child-parent rela- 
tion prospered in the collectives? Is the ideal- 
ism of the pioneers still alive? Are Israelis 
happy on the farm or do they hunger for the 
big city life? 

How are Arabs doing in Israel? Do they, 





consider themselves first-class citizens? What 
do they think of Nasser’s intentions and the 
prospects of his success? 

WHAT IS happening to Judaism in Is- 
rael? Is it the monopoly of the Orthodox? 
Does Reform Judaism have a future in Israel? 
Or is religion being completely absorbed into 
the national folkways and daily pattern of 
existence? 

What do Israelis think of American Jewry? 
Are we the rich uncles, despised while we 
are wooed? Or are we the lost tribes destined 
to ultimate assimilation? Or are we partners 
in a mutually stimulating cross-fertilization of 
Diaspora and Eretz—the context in which 
Judaism achieved its highest gifts of thought 
and feeling? 

I pray that I shall find a few Jews at 
least who will not answer my questions with 
another question. 
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Judaism Council Pins Attacker 
As Real Foe of State of Israel

A. S. Epstein, in your May 15 
jssue, attacks the American 
Council for Judaism and urges 
it “to leave Jewry.” One might 
ask what manner of man is Mr. 
Epstein. 

MR. EPSTEIN pleaded with 
Council leaders for years to 
Jend him help in the publication 
of strongly anti-Israel materials. 
No Council help was given him. 
Mr. Epstein now finds it con- 
yenient to join the chorus at- 
tacking the Council. 

Here are some typical quota- 
tions from Mr. Epstein’s manu- 
script which he wanted the Coun- 
cil to circulate: 

“THE JEWISH Agency ' 
needs land for the immigrant. 
It holds on tenaciously to its 
overseas offices which are 
in the business of selling Is- 
rael and her glories to the 
potential immigrant. Israel’s 
immigration policies and tac- 
tics are as reprehensible as 
Arab slavery. 

“The immigrant is sold an 
attractive bill of goods in 





his native land. On arrival in 
Israel he becomes a hostage 
of one of the many political 
parties. The tremendous in- 
crease in the number of re- 
turn visa applications is 
frightening evidence of the 
exaggerateq sales promotion 
and false promises of the 
Jewish Agency. 

“. . « The various Israeli 
political parties receive quo- 
tas of land just as they re- 
ceive quotas of UJA collected 
monies — on the basis of the 
percentage of votes they ob- 
tained in the last elections 
and on their ability and will- 
ingness to participate in the 
coalition government. These 
parties want the land to main- 
tain their political patronage 
and possibly acquire new 
constituents. The multiple 
political parties and quasi- 
governmental organizations 
utilize every tactic imaginable 
in their lifeblood attempts to 
maintain. political patronage 
and therefore their continu- 











ing status. The arena is full 
of immoral squabling, bicker- 
ing and bureaucratic back- 
biting for the land and the 
very bodies and souls of the 


people themselves.” 

THE AMERICAN Council for 
Judaism, as a matter ot official 
policy, never attacks the inter- 
nal activities of Israel. Only when 
an. Israeli act impinges on Amer- 
ican Jews do we react publicly. 
We are primarily concerned with 
separating philanthropic from 
political aid to Jews in need 
overseas; and with maintaininz 
the status of American Jews as 
a religious group, on a free and 
equal basis in American society. 

Isn’t it about time that discus- 
sions of the Council concern 
themselves with the issues of 
how best to maintain Judaism and 
the status of Jews—and not sink 
to the level of calumny and 
name-calling?

such as Leonard Bernstein, Ben 
Hecht, George Gershwin, Irving 
Berlin, Arthur Miller, Herman 
Wouk, Paddy Chaefsky, Al Jol- 
son, to mention some. 

Did you (Mr. Silkin) ever stop 
ts wonder why the Jewish reli- 
gion, Jewish culture, Jewish peo- 
ple (or any other religion) have 
endured for so many thousand 
years? Did you ever stop to won- 
der at the fund of knowledge we 
have inherited? Did ‘you ever 
reag the Talmud to discover that 
most of the facts of life and the 
relationships within society and 
between people are contained 
therein? 

Perhaps you have, and you 
feel that times change and cus- 
toms and modes of living should 
change accordingly. But have you 
ever stopped to realize that peo- 
ple basically never change, that 
certain basic truths always ap- 
ply, that their problems, their 
hopes and aspirations are always 
the same? 

DO YOU THINK that men are 
wiser today than they were thou- 
sands of years ago—or do you 
feel as I do that we have ad- 





vanced materially but not spiritu- 
ally—that on the contrary we 
may have retrogressed? ... 

Maybe the Jewish religion is 
decadent, maybe it can be im- 
froved upon—but let us not be 
too quick to condemn that which 
has served generation upon gen- 
eration. Let us instead move 
forward — through Israel, per- 
haps—through our belief in God 
and through a belief in our- 
selves... 


I FELT good that the audience 
consisting of representative Bri- 
tish Jewry disagreeq with the 
panelists’ views. I also felt a little 
sad that such supposedly intelli- 
gent, educated, cream — so to 
speak — of British Jewish s9- 
ciety, should feel so bankrupt, 
have such shallow ideas. 

I hope that with a little in- 
trospection and divine inspiration 
British Jewish intellectuals will 
awaken from their lethargy and 
rise to new promise and heights 
with the help of their rich Jew- 
ish heritage and English back- 
ground and culture.
